Washington^ June 8,—Secretary Bryan's letter of resignation was as 
follows: 


My dear Mr. President:—It is with sincere regret that I have reached 
the conclusion that I should return to you the commission of Secretary 
of State with which yon have honored me at the "beginning of your admin- 


~" istration.

Obedient to your sense of duty and* actuated by the highest motives, 
you have prepared for transmission to the, German government a note in 
. which I cannot join without violating what I deem to be an obligation to 
my country,'and the issue Involved is of such moment that to remain a 
member of the cabinet would be as unfair to you as it would be to the 
cause which is nearest my heart, namely, "tfae prevention of war. 


I, therefore, respectfully-tender my resignation, to take effect when 
the note is sent, unless you prefer an.earlier hour. 
Alike desirous of 
reaching a peaceful solution of the problg^as_arising put of the use of sub- 
marines against merchantmen, we find" ourselves differing irreconcilably 
as to'the methods which should be employed. 


It falls to yonr lot ±o speak officially for the nation; I consider it to 
be none the less my duty to endeavor as a. private citizen to promote the 
end which-you have in view by means which you' do not feel at liberty, to 
use. 


In severing the intimate and pleasant relations which have existed 
between us during the past two years, permit me to acknowledge the pro- 
found satisfaction which it has given me to be associated with you in the 
important work which has come before the State Department, and to 
thank you for the countesies extended. 


• With the heartiest good wishes for your personal welfare and for the 
success of your administration, I ant my dear Mr. President,

PRESIDENT'S REPLY 


'' The President's letter to Mr. Bryan was as follows: 


My dear Mr. Bryan:—I accept your resignation only because you in- 
s^st upon its acceptance^ and I accept it with very much more than deep 
regret, with a feeling of personal sorrow. Our two years of close associ- 
ation have been very delightful to me. 
Our judgments have accorded in 
practically every matter of official duty and of public policy until now; 
your support of the work and purposes of the administration has been 
generous and loyal beyond praise; your devotion to the duties of your 
great office and your eagerness to take advantage of every great oppor- 
tunity for service it offered has been an example to the rest of us; you 
have earned our affectionate admiration and friendship. Even now we are 
not separated in the object we seek but only in the method by which we 
seek it. 


It is for these reasons my feeling about your retirement from the sec- 
retaryship of state goes so much deeper than regret. I sincerely deplore 
it. Our objects are the same and we ought to pursue them together, 
I 
yield to your desire only because I must and wish to bid you God-speed in 
the parting. 
We shall continue to work for the same causes even when

By William Jennings Bryan 


Before marshaling my arguments 
in favor of total abstinence, I desire 
to call the attention of my readers 
to certain figures and comparisons 
which 
will 
show 
the 
enormous 


amount 
expended 
in the 
United 
States for intoxicating liquors and 
therefore the great importance of 
the subject with which we are deal- 
ing. 


Once in a speech I used four com- 


parisons, based upon an expenditure 
of the sum of two and a half billions 
of dollars a year—that is, an average 
of ?25 per capita, or $125 per family. 
The comparisons then used showed 
(.1) that there is daily spent for 
drink in the United States one-tenth 
of the sum expended for the carrying 
on of the war now raging in Europe; 
(2) that the amount expended for 
drink in the United States would 
build six Panama canals each year; 
(3) that the amount annually spent 
for drink is more than three times 
the entire amount spent for educa- 
tion in the United States; and (4) 
that the amount spent for drink is al- 
most double the annual expenditures 
of the federal government. 
Now follow four other comparisons 


which cannot fail to impress you 
with the awful burden that the use 
of intoxicating liquor throws upon 
our population. 
First-—According to the statistics 
compiled by the Department of Com- 
merce, the value of three of the great 
agricultural crops, of December 1 
last, was as follows: Cotton,. $520,- 
000,000; wheat, $878,000,000; corn, 
$1,700,000,000. 
Consider the land employed in the 
raising of cotton, the amount of la- 
bor required and the number of per- 
sons interested, and then remember 
that we spend for liquor each year 
more than four cotton crops. 
Survey 
the broad wheat fields of our land, 
estimate the number of persons en- 
gaged in the production of this sta- 
ple of life, and then remember that 
we spend almost three wheat crops a 
year for intoxicating liquors. 
The 
corn crop is the largest single source 
of wealth; it yields more than the 
wheat and cotton crops combined, 
and yet we annually spend for liquor 
50 per cent, more than the value of 
the entire corn crop. 


Statistics show that 268,000 manu- 
facturing establishments in this coun- 
try employ more than 6,500,000 
wage-earners, and that these wage- 
earners add $8,500,000,000 to the 
value of the material used in indus- 
tries in which they are employed. It 
gives some idea of the amount spent 
for liquor to know that during the 
year we spend for drink more than 
one-fourth as much as these 6,500,- 
000 wage-earners produce. 
Would 


not national prosperity be largely in- 
creased if the amount spent for drink 
was expended for food and clothing 
and homes? 


Second—As we are all interested 


in good roads, I have made a compu- 
tation to ascertain 
how far 
the 


amount spent for liquor would go to- 
ward the building of good roads in 
the United States. 
I find that the 
average cost of a macadam road, 1G 
feet wide ar.d seven inches thick, is 
about $6,500 per mile. This is the 
estimate furnished by the office of 
public roads in the Department of 
Agricullme; but to be sure that we 
are liberal in our estimate, let us put 
it at $8,333 per mile, or three miles 
for $25,000. This enables us to make 
our computation in round numbers. 
Tf $25,000 will build three miles of 
macadam road, then $2,500,000,000 
will build 300,000 miles. 
If we 
count the distance from ocean to 
ocean at 3,000 miles, the annual 
amount spent for drink would build 
100 macadam highways across the 
continent; and these, counting the 
width of the country north and south 
at 1,200 miles, would give us a high- 
way every twelve miles. If, the sec- 
ond year, we built 300,000 miles of; 
highways running north and south, 
we could, in two years, have the 
United States gridironed with ma- 
cadamed roads twelve miles apart, 
so that every citizen would be within 
six miles of a good road, which would 
put him into communication with 
every other part of the United States. 
In less than eight years' time every 
mile of public road in the United 
States could be macadamized with 
the amount 
spent for 
alcoholic 
liquors. 
The amount now expended 


in paving the road to perdition 
would, if spent for good roads, soon 
lift the mud embargo from the entire 
country. 
Calculate, if you will, the 


change that would follow the invest- 
ment of the nation's drink money in 
paved highways, the increase in com- 
fort to the farmer and his family, 
the increased attractiveness of coun- 
try life, and the commercial value of 
these good roads to the towns and 
cities of the land. 
Duplicate Railroads ir« Eight Years 
Now let us proceed to the third 


comparison. According to the statis- 
tics furnished by the Interstate Com- 
merse Commission, the railroads pay 
out each year to their employes $1,- 
373,422,472, or only a little more 
than half the amount expended for 


alcoholic liquor. Take a railroad map 
of the United States, trace the lines 
east and west, north and south, and 
the diagonal lines, and then estimate 
the number of men required to oper- 
ate them: the engineers who keep 
faithful vigil while the passengers 
sleep; 
the 
conductors who, ever 
alert, direct the trains; the men who, 
at the switch, on the road and in the 
stations, are required for the traffic, 
passenger and freight—this great 
army receives for this work, indis- 
pensable to the nation's prosperity, 
but a little more than half 01 the 
amount that is paid for the drink 
which unfits men for any responsible 
po'sition. 
The railroads of the country are 


capitalized at 
$20,247,301,257, of 


which $8,680,759,704 represents cap- 
ital stock, and $11,566,541,553 rep- 
resents bonded indebtedness. A con- 
siderable portion of this capitaliza- 
tion is water and does not represent 
actual value; the commission is now 
at work collecting information as to 
the physical value of these roads, and 
we shall know- in a few years what 
it would cost to reproduce them; but 
taking them at their book value, it 
would only require eight years to 
duplicate 
these 
railroads 
if 
the 
annual amount spent for liquor was 
devoted to railroad building. ' Does 
not this comparison give you some 
idea of the importance of the liquor 
question to the nation? 
Fourth—As New York is the finan- 
cial center of the country, and is des- 
tined to be the clearing house of the 
world, you may be more interested in 
the fourth comparison. 
The statis- 
tics compiled by the Treasury Depart- 
ment show that there are 7,581 na- 
tional banks in the United States, 
with a capital stock of $1,065,951,- 
505, and a surplus of $726,935,755, 
or a total capital and surplus of a 
little less than $1,800,000,000. It is 
not appalling to think that the 
amount spent for drink each year 
would duplicate 
all the 
national 
banks in the country, supply them 
with their present capital and surplus 
and then leave a balance of $700,- 
000,000 to be invested in other ways? 
There are in the United States 19,- 


240 banks other than national-—that 
is, state and private banks—having a 
total capitalization of $1,073,881,- 
738, and a total surplus of $991,147,- 
876; or a total of capital and surplus 
of a little less than $2,100,000,000. 
The amount spent for liquor each 
year would furnish the capital and 
surplus for these more than 19,000 
banks, and leave a balance of $400,- 
000,000. 
In other words, the amount now 


spent annually for drink would, in 
two years, duplicate all of the banks 
of the country, state and national, 
furnish them with capital and surplus 
equal to that which they now have, 
and leave $1,000,000,000 for other 
investments. Is it not worth while to 
give some attention to the liquor 
question? 
Imagine, if you can, the 


effect upon the home life of the coun- 
try if the amount invested in drink 
were invested in bank stock; and 
what do you think would be the ef- 
fect upon business if the capital and 
.surplus of the banks were doubled in 
two years? 


The Case Against Alcohol 


Assuming that you are sufficiently 


impressed with the magnitude of the 
evils of intempertance given above, 
we may proceed to a discussion of 
remedies. When we come to consid- 
er the liquor question we find that 
the remedies proposed follow one of 
two linos, namely, moral suasion and 
legislation. 
All "who labor in the 


cause of temperance seek to lessen 
the use of intoxicating liquor; some 
by persuading people not to drink, 
some by urging laws which will pre- 
vent the manufacture and sale of 
liquor, while still others divide their 
energies between the two lines ot 
work. 
As for myself, while I have 


definite views as to the means that 
should be employed for solving the 
legislative problem presented by the 
liquor traffic, I have no other wish 
than to appeal to my readers to take 
their position as individuals on the 
side of total abstinence; for whatever 
difference of opinion may exist as to 
tin relative merits of different legis- 
lative remedies, no one will deny lhat 
the total abstainer, to the extent of 
his iufluciicc, lessens the use of al- 
cohol, and by so doing both reduces 
the evils of intemperance and light- 
ens the task of the legislator. 


Why should the individual abstain 
entirely from the use of intoxicating 
liquor as a beverage? 
That is the 
pledge which we urge upon each and 
all. Why? 


First—Because 
both 
experience 
and investigation show that no art- 
vantage of any kind—-physical, men- 
tal or moral—is to be gained from 
the moderate or even the occasional 
use of intoxicating liquor. This rea- 
son ought in itself to be sufficient, for 
the intelligent man demands a reason 
before he undertakes anything which 
affects his own welfare or his relation 
to others. If it cannot be shown that 
the use of alcoholic liquors is benefi- 
cial, then the money spent upon it 
is unwisely spent, for man cannot af- 
ford to waste money upon that which 
does him no good. 


Second—But the case against alco- 
hol does not, however, rest upon neg- 
ative arguments. 
The use of alcohol 
is distinctly and undeniably harmful: 
it impairs the strength of the body, 
even when taken in small quantities; 
it injuriously affects the mind and it 
undermines the morals. Scientific in- 
vestigation has demonstrated beyond 
the possibility of a doubt that alcohol 
is a poison and that its introduction 
into the system weakens man's power 
to resist disease and reduces his ca- 
pacity for intelligent and useful la- 
bor. As evidence, I cite the fact that 
its use is prohibited in schools and 
that the laws of every State provide 
severe penalties for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor to minors. 
If, by 


common consent, we try to protect 
the young man from the use of alco- 
hol until he is 21, is not the presump- 
tion strongly against the use of alco- 
hol after one reaches maturity? But, 


we are not left to presumption—the 
l>roof is conclusive. 
The mortuary 
tables of insurance companies show 
that the use of intoxicating Jiquore 
shortens life. 
The man who drinks 
commits suicide by degrees, the ra- 
pidity of his decline being proportion- 
ed to the amount of alcohol con- 
sumed; and, what is even worse, he 
visits his sins upon future genera- 
tions—commits 
a 
crime 
against 
those who are both innocent and 
helpless. 


Drink leads to idleness. The busi- 
ness men of our country are year by 
year drawing the line more strictly 
against the use of alcohol by em- 
ployes. 
Why? Because a clear brain 
and a steady nerve are required in 
every important avenue of industry, 
and alcohol befuddles the brain and 
paralyzes the nerves. 
Hum vs. Loyalty to Government 
No employer cares to put business 
in the hands of a tippler; the man 
who drinks cannot safely be trusted 
with the care of life or property. 
Read the advertisements in the want 
columns. 
Did you ever see an item 
like this: "Wanted—A good moder- 
ate drinker for a responsible posi- 
tion?" No saloonkeeper would stand 
sponsor for such an advertisement, 
for total abstinence is a virtue even 
behind the bar. 
There has been a growing disposi- 
tion in this country, and throughout 
the world, to emphasize the evils of 
strong drink, but even the most en- 
thusiastic advocates of temperance 
have been surprised at the ghastly 
light which the war in Europe has 
thrown upon the subject. 
It has 
been found that patriotism—patriot- 
ism, that compelling force which 
throughout the ages has led men to 
offer their lives for their country—is 
no match for the appetite which al- 
cohol cultivates in its victims. Loy- 
alty to Bacchus, Gambrinus and 
Barleycorn is greater than loyalty 
to king or kaiser or czar. The use of 
drink has been found to be so de- 
structive of efficiency that the bel- 
ligerent governments, not on moral 
grounds, but purely on economic 
grounds, have been compelled to-re- 
sort to restrictive measures. 
The 
aeroplane that drops its bombs from 
above 
and the submarine 
which 
shoots its torpedoes from below are 
less to be feared than the schooner 
that crosses the bar. 
But why talk of the moderate use 


of alcoholic drinks? 
There is no 
fixed line at which drinking ceases to 
be moderate and becomes excessive. 
Every victim of the habit has sought 
for this line, but he has sought in 
vain; like the horizon, it recedes 
from him as he advances until it fin- 
ally disappears in the starless night 
of drunkenness. 
No one begins to 
drink with the expectation of yield- 
ing to the appetite; most of the men 
who have been wrecked by alcohol 
have had their period of boasting 
when they proclaimed their ability 
to drink or leave it alone at will 
It 


is not safe to trifle with disease, and 
drinking becomes a disease as soon 
as the use of it has caused a craving 
for it. 
No age is immune from the 


appetite for alcohol. 
It fastens it- 
self as readily upon those of advanc- 
ed years as upon those in youth or 
in middle life. 
A physician recently 


told me of a case in which a man 
took his first taste of whisky when 
he was above 70, and was never 
sober again during the remaining 
few years of his life. 
Who can de- 


fend the taking of such risks as those 
involved in the use of intoxicating 
liquors? All history, sacred and pro- 
fane, warns us against the worship 
of the blear-eyed god.

which, when used in so-called mod- 
eration, causes wretchedness, cruelty 
and crime, and which finds its culmi- 
nation in delirium tremens, the most 
terrorizing experience through which 
a human being can pass. 


Drink AVrongs Home and Society 
But I am not willing to rest the 
case in favor of total abstinence en- 
tirely upon the ground that one who 
uses alcohol brings danger upon him- 
self 
That argument, while it should 
be sufficient to deter the prudent 


I man, has in it an element of selfish- 
[ ness. 
While one is justified in ab- 


staining from that which would re- 
duce his physical and mental capacity 


j below the maximum, he cannot ig- 
! nore the effect which his conduct has 
upon others; and no one in this land 
and age can be ignorant of the suffer- 
ing and injustice whidh alcohol has 
brought into the home. In cases in- 
numerable the husband has been con- 
verted into a beast, and the burden 
01' supporting the family has been 
thrown upon the wife. In cases with- 


] out number drink has robbed the 
children of the guardianship of a 
father, sometimes even the affection-, 
ate care of a mother; rr._a3 the com- 
ing of the parent a cause of alarm 
and changed the smile of welcome in- 
to an expression of fear. 
Neither can we forget the burden 
that drink throws upon society; first, 
in decreasing the productive power 
of wage earners, and, second, in im- 
posing a pecuniary burden upon all 
for the care of those who, through 
the use of liquor, have been brought 
to the poorhouse or to the peniten- 
tiary. 


But there is another argument the 


force of which I feel sure this audi- 
ence will appreciate, namely, man's 
responsibility for the example which 
he sets to others. If one uses intoxi- 
cating liquor himself, he cannot well 
advise others against it; at least, he 
is not apt to do so, for the conscious- 
ness of inconsistency puts a restraint 
upon his tongue. 
The signing of the pledge is the 
outward evidence of an inward re- 
solve which every one must take who 
has reached the decision not to drink. 
If you do not intend to use liquor, 
why not let your determination help 
others as well as yourself? Each in- 
dividual has an influence, and that 
influence is on one side of the line 
or the other.

Vanity unfortunately does not lead 


average individual to look upon slen- 
derness of figure as objectionable. If 
it did thousands of cases of tubercu- 
losis might be discovered in their in- 
cipiency. 


One of the early symptoms of tu- 


berculosis is a loss of weight. Any 
decided decrease should be watched 
with suspicion. It often means that 
the general bodily functions are not 
all that they should be. It is certain 
under any circumstances to demon- 
strate that one's physical resistance 
is being lowered and this in itself 
opens the way to unusual suscepti- 
bility to disease. 


If this loss in weight is accompa- 


nied by failure of the appetite, night 
sweats, or a persistent cough or cold, 
a physician should be consulted and 
nourishing food, plenty of lost, long 
hours of sleep in the fresh air and 
such other measures as he may ad- 
vise should be resorted to in the 
effort to build up the body. 


An excess of weight, paiticularly 


when it means an increase of girth, 
is a danger sign. 
However, while 


people will wear rubber jackets, diet 
and resort to violent exercise to re- 
duce, it is vanity that is responsible 
m the majority of cases. 
They will 


neglect themselves for months when 
decreasing weight should warn them 
as surely as the falling barometer de- 
notes a coming storm, that their 
physical well-being is in jeopardy. 


BLESSEDNESS OF FORGIVENESS. 


LESSON TEXT—Psalm 32. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Blessed Is he whose 


transgression Is forgiven, whose sin Is 
covered—Psalm 32:1. 


This psalm is believed to have 


grown out of David's experience with 
Nathan (see Rom. 4:6-8). It is the 
second of the seven so-called "peni- 
tential psalms" (6, 32, 38, 51, 102, 130, 
143). While it is sad, it is at the same 
time one of the most joyful of all 
psalms. It is the record of bitter sor- 
row and also of heartfelt praise, and 
is as vital in its message today as the 
day it was given to the wo'rld. 


I. The State or Condition of Happi- 


ness. 
(1) What is happiness? vv. 


1, 2. The blessed or happy man is the 
one_ whose sin is covered. God only 
can forgive sin and has plainly set 
before us his agency, viz., the shed 
blood. 
David as king enjoyed the 


pleasures of life, but he also knew the 
result of hidden sin, of sins covered. 
The joy of forgiveness is offered to 
all who accept God's gift of justifica- 
tion (Acts 10:43). The psalmist seems 
to multiply words. 
"Transgression" 


means rebellion; "sin" to miss the 
mark (Rom. 3:23); "iniquity," to be 
crooked. When men try to cover sin 
we are expressly told the result (Prov. 
28:13), but God literally takes away 
when he forgives and "covers" sin 
(John 1:29; Ps. 103:12; 85:2). Nei- 
ther man or devil can uncover what 
he has covered. (2) Who is unhappy? 
vv. 3, 4. Contrasted with the state or- 
condition of happiness granted to the 
forgiven sinner is presented that of 
those unforgiven. David kept silence 
without only to have a raging tempest 
within—lips silent, bones "roaring." 
During the days of David's silence fol- 
lowing his sinful act he was guilty of 
increased acts of sin and cruelty (2 
Sam. 12:31). The origin of the word 
Selah is not known. It probably indi- 
cated a musical interlude and in this 
psalm most appropriately and dramat- 
ically appears. 
(3) How we may be 


happy, vv. 5, 6. All sin is uncovered 
to God. His all-seeing eye can pene- 
trate man's futile endeavors to hide 
his transgressions. The first step to 
forgiveness and to happiness is con- 
fession of guilt. 
God's heavy hand 


wrought saving faith in David and 
such faith has as its first condition 
confession, "I acknowledged my sin." 
Such confession is full and frank. 
Nothing is held back nor has it any 
element of hypocrisy, and it always 
secures results (I John 1:9; Luke 15: 
20-23). 


The godly man, the man who is the 


recipient of God's grace thus bestowed, 
prays in a time "when thou mayest be 
found," or (see margin) "in the time 
of finding out sin" (v. 6 R. V.). The 
prophet tells us that there is a time 
when we may not find God (Isa. 55:6) 
and Paul tells us when he may be 
found (II Cor. 6:2). 


II. How to Continue in the State of 


Being Happy. (1) Our security (v. 7). 
When men forgive they do not "cover." 
What God hides he forgets (Isa. 38:17; 
Micah 7:19). Our security, our "kid- 
ing place" is Jehovah. Our preserver 
is Jehovah (Ps. 91-31; Isa. 32 -1, 2). 
Jehovah preserves from trouble those 
whom he forgives (Ps. 34:19). Such 
men have a serenity; a "peace" even 
the "peace of God" which the sinner 
can never have (Isa. 26:3; Rom. 6:1; 
Phil. 4:7). (2) Our instructor (vv. 8, 
9). (a) Positively—we have one who 
not only forgives and blots out the 
past but one who has promised to 
"instruct," to "teach" and to "guide." 
Neaily all believe that the introduc- 
tion of the personal pronouns in verse 
8 indicate that God is speaking in 
response to David's appeal recorded in. 
verse 6. Jehovah guides with his "eye 
upon" us (v. 8 R. V.) He instructs 
us by his spirit through his Word 
(Ps. 119:105; John 16:13). 
(b) Neg- 


atively—Some must needs be directed 
by "bit and bridle." 
Some have to 


learn through bitter experience. We 
have our choice. Those who will not 
listen to instruction are compared to 
the horse and the mule who "have no 
understanding." 
Even so they are 


more useful than those who wildly 
run after sin. Only thus can some 
"come near" (v. 9 R. V.) though that 
is better than not to be brought near 
at all. (3) Our faith (v. 9). What j 
kind of a life will God's forgiven chil- 
dren live? What is one of the fore- 
most characteristics of a happy life? 
Here is the answer, "He that trusteth 
in the Lord." This is the conclusion 
of the whole matter. 


Our only joy is in the Lord "who 


hath done marvelous things whereof 
we are glad." 


Christ is the incarnate mercy and 


grace of God. In. him we have God's 
forgiveness. 


He supplies our every need (Phil. 


4:19). He pardons, heals, restores, di- 
rects, gives power (Matt. 28:18-20). 


Joy and impurity are never compan- 


ions. Only the pure can purify. Only 
the healthy can heal. Only the right- 
eous and free can pardon. 


"Rejoice in Jehovah! and leap for 


joy, 
O righteous! and gladly shout all

Man's Scale Is Very Correctly Tested 


by His Attitude Toward Some 


Obstruction In Road. 


The civilized man makes roads; 


the savage floes not. That Is the 
safest test of civilization. 


Among us in all communities are 


individuals who are not really civil- 
ized. They do not take any interest in 
roads. 


A man's scale in civilization is very 


correctly tested by • his attitude to- 
ward the stone -which has rolled into 
the road, or the tree which has blown 
down across it, writes Herbert Quick 
in Farm and Fireside. The man who 
drives around the obstacle day after 
day is one sort of man, the one who 
stops his team and rolls or drags it 
away is another. And a person pass- 
ing along a road which he does not 
expect to retrace, who removes the 
obstruction for the sake of the stran- 
ger who comes after him, responds 
to a very high test of civilization. He 
feels socially. 


"When the snow piles up in the road 


the man who goes ahead and breaks 
the path for others bears the burden 
which he who has made progress al- 
ways must bear. There is snow In 
every road—to co-operation, to better 
schools, to better business methods. 
There must be road breakers for every 
path. 


The road breaker is the great civi- 


lizer.
